Fourth of July events set

Mayor Abner Haldeman has 
proclaimed Friday as a day for 
Upland to honor America. He called 
all citizens, including community 
and religious leaders, business and 
labor, and schools and veterans 
organization, to recognize July 4 
with special programs and 
ceremonies. 

Haldeman’s proclamation said, 
“One hundred and ninety-nine years 
ago this fourth day of July the 
Declration of Independence was 
adopted by the Continental 
Congress. 

“This resolution, passed without 
one dissenting vote, meant that the 
13 colonies of America were united 
free and independent. A new nation 
began its great experiment of liber- 
ty under law.” 

Haldeman said, ‘“‘It is fitting that 
this Independence Day be dedicated 
to honoring these principles by a 
massive expression of appreciation 
for the blessings and strengths of 
this great democracy.”’ 

He said the American experiment 


has produced the most freedom and 
highest standard of living for more 
people than ever before. 

“But we must never forget that 
our blessings are not self- 
perpetuating. They must be earned, 
over and over again, by continued 
attention to the principles upon 
which the United States of America 
was founded,” he concluded. 

Uplanders will celebrate the 199th 
birthday of the United States with 
family picnics, Bicentennial Fiesta 
at Cucamonga-Guasti Regional 
Park, and the All-States picnic, 
parade and fireworks programs in 
Ontario.

Alta Lomans from Japan

The freedom of women is the 
biggest difference between Japan 
and the United States, according to 
a group of women from Nagoya, 
Japan. 

The Alta Loma women, whose 
husbands are advisers at General 
Knit of California Inc., Cucamonga, 
have been taking Chaffey College 
Enlgish and cooking classes to learn 
American language, customs and 
cooking. They also have attended an 
English conversation group at 
Upland Library with Assistant 
Library Director Leslie Admire. 

In California the ‘‘range of vision’’ 


is more open for women and 


families, said Eiko Ikeshita. 

“‘Housewives in Japan seldom go 
out to learn things. We can’t go out 
often. We have to take care of the 
children,” added Yoko Inui. 

Mrs. Admire said Japan doesn’t 
have hired babysitters, so the 
women have to rely on relatives to 
care for the children when they 
want to go out. They are really en- 
joying the freedom of attending 
classes outside the home, she noted. 

Mrs. Inui said she hopes to take 
some of that freedom home to Japan 
with her. “i hope, but I don’t know,”’ 
she added. 

The Alta Lomans also find 
housework much easier in the 
United States. American houses are 
very convenient with disahwashers 
and clothes dryers, said Mrs. Inui. 
Some of the women hope to take 
American appliances with them 
when they return to Japan in two or 
three years. 

Another difference is the wide 
freeways and streets, said Mrs. 
Inui. In Japan the streets are very 
narrow and most people travel by 
train. 

The women find they are 
sometimes homesick for their 
families and the changing of the four 
seasons

The Alta Loma resident: enjoy 
American fvods and are learning 
American cooking through the cook- 
ing class. Some of the women 
couldn’t name a favorite dish 
because they like ‘‘everything,”’ but 
Michiko Komiyama said pizza is her 
favorite food. . 

In the conversation classes, the 
women have discussed the correct 
way to invite someone to dinner and 
what to say when greeting someone. 

“They’re still very apt to bow and 
you’re very apt to respond because 
that seems natural,” noted Mrs. Ad- 
mire, who said the women 
sometimes cover their mouths, in 
the Pananese manner, when they 
talk or laugh. 

‘“‘They’re aware that they’re 
foreigners and because of, their 
culture they're shy to do things 
publicly. But they’re very willing to 
share what they know,” Mrs. Ad- 
mire said. 

The group demonstrated origami, 
the Japanese art of paper folding, 
for Library Week and for a Japanese 
culture program at Chaffey Com- 
munities Cultural Center. 

In the conversation time, the 
women also talk about American 
culture and places to visit in 
Southern California. They have gone 
on several field trips with their 
Chaffey College class. A recent trip 
took them to the Riverside area to 
pick cherries. 

They have also visited Litlte 
Tokyo in Los Angeles, Descanso 
Gardens and Disneyland. Mrs. Inui 
said Japan hsas amusement parks, 
but they aren't as large as 
Disneyland. 

Mrs. Admire said the conversa- 
tion group recently decided to work 
on pronunciation and basic verbs 
from a textbook so they would have 
something concrete to take home 
with them 

“T am not fluent, but I can try to 
talk in Japanese,”’ said Mrs. Admire

Mrs. Inui said the children 
learn fast and pick up English words 
just by hearing them. 

Mrs. Admire said the children 
check out the English-language 
books and some have joined the 
summer reading club. 

Japan has some libraries just for 
children, but Japanese librarires 
don’t offer all the Upland Library 
services such as records, sculpture, 
paintings, and large-print books, she 
said. 

As a result of the conversation 
class, some Americans of Japanese 
ancestry are asking for classes in 
the Japanese language. Many Asian- 
Americans are trying to keep the 
feeling of their origina alive, said 
Mrs. Admire, who noted that one 
woman visited the conversation 
class so her child could hear people 
speaking Japanese. 

The conversation class will con- 
tinue in September. Mrs. Admire 
said the library also is searching for 
a volunteer to teach a Japanese 
Language class.

superintendent gets pay hike 


Dr. Jack J. Jones, superintendent 
of the Ontario-Montclair School 
District, and his three top aides 
were given a seven per cent raise, 

In granting the increase, board 
members provided the same 
percentage hike that was earlier 
offered teachers. 

The seven per cent increase can 
be used for a salary hike or 
improvements in benefits. 

If the administrators apply the 
seven per cent increase - to salaries, 
the superintendent and his 
assistants on July 1 will have the 
following wages: 

— Superintendent, $36,915. 

— Deputy superintendent, $31,779. 

— Assistant superintendent, 
personnel, $29,960. 

— Area director, $28,890. 


The board also approved a 
mileage allowance schedule for 
administrators ahd other employes 
who use their private autos on 
school business.

Evangelist Marvin Schmidt 








Preaching ‘old time religion’

Dressed like a male 
mannequin in a shop win- 
dow on Carnaby Street. in 
London, and projecting the 
personality of a Hollywood 
star, «Marvin Schmidt is 
preaching the ‘‘old time 
religion’ in the Pomona 
Valiey. 

After preaching on the 
evangelistic circuit for 17 
years, the youthful 
evangelist has head- 
quartered in Pomona and is 
conducting miracle 
meetings on a regular basis. 
Attracting crowds up to 5,- 
000 in a single service, the 
results of physical healing 
have astounded those in the 
field of medical science. 


The services are on an 
inter-faith basis, being held 
on the second and fourth 
Thursdays of each month at 
the Ebell Club, 585 E. Holt 
Blvd., and a believer’s 
meeting 7:30 p.m. each 
Tuesday on 10th and Garey 
streets. 


With the flair of the 
dramatic, yet displaying 
the compassion of a present 
day apostle, Schmidt per- 
sonally ministers to each 


person who comes forward. 

Perhaps one of the most 
unusual features of his 
ministry is the phenomenon 
of individuals falling 
prostrate when he prays for 
them. Called ‘‘falling under 
the power”’ or ‘‘being slain 
in the Spirit,”’ it has been a 
most controversial invasion 
to the religious community. 
Schmidt emphasizes he 
does not have any special 
power — this is not hypnotic 
as both he and the person he 
prays for usually have their 
eyes closed, and he calls it a 
demonstration of the power 
of God.” 

Called ‘‘swooning,”’ ‘‘go- 
ing into a trance,”’ or ‘‘fall- 
ing under the Power,”’ this 
occurrence has been a part 
of the early church history 
of nearly every major 
denomination. 

As the revival fires burn- 
ed up and down the slopes of 
the Appalachian Mountains 
in the early 1800’s people 
experienced this 
phenomenon. As controver- 
sial then as it is now, it led 
to the Presbyterian church 
dividing over the issue of 
revivalism and from this 
emerged the Cumberland 


Presbyterian Church and 
the Presbyterian Church of 
North America. 

About this time Peter 
Cartwright appeared on the 
Methodist scene and as he 
rode his horse across mid- 
America this same happen- 
ing accompanied his 
ministry. The Methodist 
brethren would assemble 
for brush arbor camp 


meetings and sometimes | 
people would be ‘‘in a | 


trance” so long, they were 


carried to the wagons for 
the trip back home. It has } 


been traced back to the 
ministries of Charles 
Finney, John Wesley, 
Jonathan Edwards, and 
Evan Roberts. 

At the turn of this century 
the phenomenon appeared 
again. It happened under 
the ministries of Mary 
Woodworth Etter, Aimee 
Semple McPherson and Dr. 
Charles S. Price. 


Schmidt does not claim to 
be a healer nor does he pray 
for people in a healing line. 
He says people are healed 
as their faith is inspired by 
hearing. God’s word and

When Christ walked the 
earth, he used diverse 
methods in healing. 
Sometimes He rebuked the

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Domina Books is a new 
publishing house founded 
and staffed by women and 
chartered to publish women 
authors with books of 
interest to a general 
audience. 

In working toward a more 
equal literature, this North 
Hollywood-based organ- 
ization seeks to 
encourage, educate, and 
assist unpublished women 
writers from preparation of 
manuscript through 
publication, distribution, 
and publicity. 

Selma Olson, chairperson 
of the board of directors 
and publisher, explained 
that Domina will serve as a 
testing and training ground 
for women writers as little 
theater has served actors. 

‘‘Naturally, we can’t 
afford to publish every book 
that comes to us,’’ 
commented Ms. Olson, ‘‘but 
we will advise authors on 
editorial changes or rewrite 
possibilities, and if we’re 
unable to publish their 
work, we can point them to 
other publishers and, 
perhaps, even guide them to 
agents. Our Domina Round 
Table will perform a 
service that is new to 
publishing, a critique for 
each book that will not only 
aid the author in improving 
her manuscript, but will 
give her greater insight into 
the needs and perspective 
of the publisher. 

‘“‘Usually the only 
feedback an author gets is 
from an emotionally 
involved friend or relative 
who has little critical 
judgement and_ no 
framework of reference, or 
an overworked teacher who 
only has time to gloss over 
the essentials, or an agent 
who is hurrying toward the 
elusive bucks in someone 
else’s manuscript. 

“It is a cruel friend who 
encourages you beyond your 
capacities, and an even 
crueler friend or relative 
that dismisses your work 
because it has not yet been 
accepted. Once something 
is in print, the personal 
acceptance afforded a 
writer is increased a 
hundred-fold. 


“When this realization 
came to me, years ago,” 
Ms. Olson commented, 
greatly increased my 
cynicism, but at the same 
time, it broadened my 
reality concept, which I 
found to be a very 
important step. 


“Writers must learn to 
listen to their own 
judgement. And from 
others, they should consider 
only a detached, realistic 
voice of authority that can 
back its counsel with 
convincing fact and 
philosophy. After all, 
judgement is one of the 
essential ingredients of a 
writer. The Domina Round 
Table, of necessity, will 
have to retain its collective 
honesty and perception and 
the detached point of view 
to be of any benefit to 
authors.” 


The Round Table 

The Domina Round Table 
is a large staff of qualified 
readers who critique newly 
received manuscripts. An 
acknowledgement of 
receipt is sent to the author, 
then members of the Round 
Table read the script. Each 
member writes a critique, 
then the group meets to 
discuss the merits of the 
work. The author may be 
present for this discussion, 
or she will receive 
documentation of the Round 
Table comments and 
decisions. 

The Round Table will 
guide the author in 
refinement of her

‘bank examiner’’ swindle is related 
to the pigeon drop, jamaica switch 
and other on-the-street con games, 
but its losses are-often much higher, 
sometimes representing a victim's 
life savings. 

Police agencies throughout Los 
Angeles county have reported an in- 
crease in the bank swindle, possible 
all by members of the same gang. 

Victims are usually elderly 
women, generally with sizeable 
bank accounts — before the swindle. 
Four victims have reported losses 
totaling $30,000 in recent weeks. 

Here’s how the swindle works:

A member of the gang may stake 
out a bank, watching customers 
enter and leave until he spots an 
elderly woman who appears from 
her clothing to be well-to-do.

If the 
appearance of the home indicates 
that the prospective victim is likely 
to have substantial ‘savings, he’ll 
learn her identity and he or another 
member of the gang will call.

dent of the prospective victim’s 
bank, or he may identify himself as 
a federal bank examiner. 


In either case, he tells the victim 


he is trying to botain evidence ~ 


against a dishonest bank employe 
and that the case can only be put 
together with her help. 


She is asked to withdraw a large 
sum from her account, ostensibly to 
see if the non-existent bank employe 
will falsify any records of the tran- 
saction. 


She is told to take the money to 
her home and wait for a bank 
messenger or examiner who will 
return it to the bank, thus saving her 
the inconvenience of making two 
trips. 

The ‘‘examiner’’ is usually a 
middle-aged, dignified-looking man. 
He approaches the victim’s home 
once he knows the money has been 
withdrawn, identifies himself with a 


phony badge or card, writes a 
receipt for the money and dis- 
appears. The victim may not even 
realize for days that she’s been 
taken. When realization does set in, 
it is too late. 


An 81-year old victim withdrew 
$25,000 in cash last month and turn- 
ed it over to a gang, never to see it 
again. 

Some banks have established an 
unofficial policy of discreetly asking 
elderly customers who request large 
withdrawals from their savings 
what they intend to do with the 
money. This has thwarted some 
thefts, but many more still occur. 


Usually, by the time police have 
established a pattern of the gang’s 
activities, they've already left town. 
Another problem stems from the 
fact that some victims are so em- 
barrassed at being swindled that 
they never report the crime.

Health Tips 


EDITOR’S NOTE:

Hives — known to the 
medical profession as ur- 
ticaria — is such a common 
problem that it is estimated 
that about one out of every 
four persons has the afflic- 
tion at some point during 
his lifetime. 

The disorder most fre- 
quently takes the form of 
skin eruptions (wheals) 
which are whit at the outset 
and later turn reddish. 
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These slightly elevated 
lesions sometimes are quite 
small and at other times 
cover virtually the entire 
body. The most 
troublesome aspect of the 
disease is that the wheals 
itch intensely. There may 
also be a burning or a sting- 
ing sensation. 

Often the wheals dis- 
appear after a few hours, 
although chronic hives may 







recur for months and 
months. Acute urticaria oc- 
curs most commonly in 
young people; chronic cases 
tend to show up among 
middle-aged women. 

Hives occure because 
histamine is released from 
its natural storage places 
within the body. This causes 
tiny blood vessels to dis- 
tend, and the plasma which 
leaks from them causes the 
characteristic swelling. The

Although hives is

Maybe to some 
it's a status 
symbol to have

name. Unfor- 
tunately, it's sometimes mis- 
leading. In the case of 
neurothlipsia, it truely is a se- 
vere national health problem 
and maybe we ought to call “a 
spade a shovel” in its particu- 
lar case. 


Well, then, what is neuroth- 
lipsia? 
Let me answer that with a 
; series of questions. 


Are you nervous, irritable, 
suffer from frequent head- 
aches, dizziness, find your 
thinking is not clear, exper- 
ience pain in your neck, 
shoulders, arms, back, or 
legs; do you often feel a tight- 
ness in your chest, pain be- 
tween your shoulders when 
you take a deep breath, or do 
you suffer with a nervous 
stomach? If you can claim one 
or any number of those symp- 
toms there's a good chance 
you have neurothlipsia.

After sitting in that position

If this has happened, you 
have experienced localized 
pressure or ‘pinching’ which 
temporarily disrupted the nor- 
mal nerve and blood supply to 
the affected leg. Of course, a | 
person corrects a sleeping 
limb simply by allowing a 
short period of time for resto- | 
ration. of normal functions. 


However, it’s not quite so 
simple when an individual has 
pinched nerve. Using an arm | 
for example, early signs of the 
problem may be only a slight 
numbness or tingling. But, if 
left untreated, pain can devel- 
op in the arm and fingers and 
there car! be weakness, mus- 
cle shrinkage and finally, pa- 
ralysis. 


All in all, it's apparent that 
no matter how fancy the name 
of the ailment, it can become a 
painful, serious reminder that 
an individual needs proper, 
effective treatment and care.
